SPAIN’S KING 
IN ENGLAND. 


Alfonso is Welcomed by 
King Edward. 


Vast Crowds Cheer Youthful 
Ruler of Dons. 


W eather S poils Most Brilliant 
Reception Ever Tried. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

LONDON, June 5.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Alfonso XIII, the young King 
of Spain, was welcomed to England 
today with the most elaborate of cere- 
monies, every detail of which was su- 
pervieed by King Edward himeelf. 
Never in the case of reception of a na- 
tional visitor has greater attention 
ben paid to detail, or more careful 
preparation made for a magnificent dis- 
piiay. If only the weather had been pro- 
pitious, the reception probably would 
have been the most brilliant ever ac- 
corded a foreign visitor to England. 
A deluge of rain at Portsmouth and at 


tacular effects. 

The day, which broke drearily in 
France, increased in gloom as the 
British royal yacht. Victoria and 
Albert, crossed the channe! from Cher- 
bourg, accompanied by a strong escort 
of British cruisers and torpedo-boat 
destroyers.

It was at first thought 
that this obstruction had been pur- 
posely placed there, but it developed 
that a piece of the roof of the EKarling- 
ton Station had fallen on the track. 

Buckingham afforded a splen- 
did contrast to the uncomfortable con- 
ditions outside. In the grand entrance 
hall, the King’s gentiemen-at-arms and 
the Yeomen of the Guards, dressed in 
gold and scariest uniforms, mounted 
guard, and at the top of the great 
staircase Queen Alexandra and Prin- 
ceas Victoria were waiting to give their 
welcome to King Alfonso, who stopped 
a step just below where the Queen was 
standing, and kissed the tips of her 
outstretched fingers.

Fresh trouble arose in October through 
a rising of the Bondelzwartis, Hotten- 
tote and Witboys in the southern part 
of the colony. Warm Bad is a mission 
station in German Southwest Africa, 
about 135 miles east of the mouth and 
twenty-three miles north of Orange 
River. It is not far from the frontier

NOTABLE DECISION. 
[RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESE—P.M) 
CHICAGO, June 5.—A notable deci- 
sion affecting conspiracy proceedings 
was made today by Judge Peter &. 
Grosscup in the United States District 
Court. He deciared that the jailing of 
the two labor leaders, Bernard Mulli- 
gan and John H. Donahue, for alieged 
contempt of court in refusing to an- 
Swer questions possibly incriminating 
them, was “extraordinary proceedings.” 
Judge Grosscup’s opinion, on account 
of its salient character and widespread 
applicability, atuacted much attention. 
ulligan and Donahue, who hal been 
held in contempt of court by Jiage 
Kohisaat for refusing io answer quer- 
tions before Master in Chancery *er- 
man, where tne defendanis were es- 
pecialty orgéered by |\Judge Kohimat to 
answer, were released and held unier 
$500 bonis by Judge Grosecup and a tu- 
pervedeas was issued staying the Kohl- 
saat order, following application for a 
writ of error by the respondents, 
In giving the opinion, Judge Gross- 
cup. upholding the right of silence, sald: 
“The Conetdtution of the United States 
provides that no one shall be compelled 
to be a witness against himeelf.. The 
right of silence thus given was among 
the choicest guarantees of our funda- 
mental law. It is one of the distinctive 
guarantees of Anglo-Saxon civil lib- 
erty. It takes equal rank with those 
constitutional prohibitions in favor of 
the individual as against the State that 
forbid the Impairment of contract or 
the taking of property without due 
process of law, and a constitutional 
guarantee cannot be forfeited. In the 
promotion of law and order it must not 
be overlooked, for the promotion of law 
and order must not itself be lawless. 
“The inquiry before the court when 
this constitutional right is invoked al- 
ways is: ‘Ie the protection asked for 
simply as a mask to cover the witness’ 
disinclination to answer the question 
or is the protection asked for in good 
faith, to shield the witness againrt be- 
ing made a witness against himeelf in 
what may become a criminal prosecu- 
tion? Is the danger of incrimination 
substantial, or is it merely fanciful?’ 
“The testimony taken tends to show 
among other things that permits were 
issued by the unions to drivers in the 
case of goods that were to be allowed 
delivery. presumabiy in order that 
goods not under the protection of such 
permits should not be allowed delivery. 
“Now while the issuance of a permit 
or a person's connection with its issu- 
ance, or use. or his connection with an 
instruction not to pick up or deliver the 
goods of a certain house may not, 
standing alone, be criminal, the fact 
that permits were issued, and that cer- 
tain instructions were given and ac- 
cepted may become potent links in the 
chain of evidence that leads up to the 
crime of conepiracy; and in the proof 
of such links, where Mulligan and 
| Donahue to be indicted and put on 
trial for conspiracy, the burden would 
be upon the prosecution without any 
help by compulsory confession of the 
defendants, to establish the existence 
of such Iinks. So e¢hat, good faith in 
the invoking of this constitutional 
guarantee being assumed, it is at least 
legally discernible that Mulligan and 
Donahue might properly refuse to give 
to the gevernment proof of the facts 
inguired into; for the right of silence 
is not confined to the last step in the 
proof of crime; it is not a mere partial 
right, but a complete right. and ac- 
crtes the moment a right of the de- 
fendant is struck that if followed up 
would eventually uncover the witness’ 
connection with the crime. 
“Il cannot help but feel that in all 
probability Donahue and Mulligan in 
good faith stood in fear that the testi- 
mony taken before the master might be 
used: against them before the grand 
jury and might lead as a link in ‘the 
chain to their incrimination. Under 
such a preliminary showing the case 
should be fully investigated by the 
court of appeals before the frentence Is 
carried to execution. 
“The judgment of the Circuit Court 
In this case will be stayed upon Mulli- 
gan and Donahue giving bail in the 
sum of $500 each.”

FOUND DEAD. 


Bathroom. 


End Comes Painlessly at 
Chester Place Home. 


Was Pioneer Business Man 
of Montana. 


Lee W. Foster. was found dead on 
the floor of his bathroom, at his han4- 
some home, No. 17 Chester Place, 
shortly before noon yesterday. He disd 
mione, of apoplexy, and his lifeless 
body was come upon by his wife, who 
had gone upstairs to look for him. It 
wie the Judgment of his physician that 
end was painiess as it was sud4- 

en, 


Mr. Foster rose at his accustomed 
hour, 8:30 o'clock, in apparently his 
usual health. Within an hour he com- 
plained of rheumatic pains in his left 
art, wilt which he had suffered at 
lutervals for years. After breakfast 
Mrs. Foster fetched hot-water bags 
and made him comfortable the den, 
then left him to attend to sdme small 
household duties. Between 11:30 and 
12 o'clock Mrs. Foster returned to the 
den, and not finding Mr. Foster there 
went in search of him. She passed 
tnrough room after room, her alarm 
r4ing as no answer came to her calls. 
At length, looking in at the bathroom, 
she saw her husband outstretched on 
the floor. He was dead. He had re- 
moved his coat and vest before 
fell, and a linjment bottle on the floor 
Suggested that he had gone tothe bath- 
room to rub his ailing arm. 

Mrs. Foster summoned the coach- 
man. Together they lifted the body 
of the husband and master and car- 
ried the lifeless form to a couch m 
an adjoining room. Dr. Ray Smith, 
the family physician, came quickly in 
response to a telephone call. He pro- 
nownced death to have been the re- 
sul. of @ stroke of apoplexy, and sald 
that the end had come instantly and 
peiniessiy, an hour before. 

Mr. Foster had never before suffered 
a stroke, but he and the members 
of his family were advised that at 
eny time he might go thus. His 
weight and his sedentary habits, with 
a tendency toward rheumatic affections, 
were inductive, his physician said, of 
apoplexy. 

The funeral will be held at 2 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon from the family 
hc me, the Rev. Dr. Hugh 
Welker, pastor of Imanuel "Peadies 
terlan Church, officiating. Burial will 
be made in Hollywood Cemetery. 

Mr. Foster is survived by the widow 
ard one son, Ross R. Foster. He leaves 
a fortune roughly estimated at $300.,- 
000. He was a member of the Cali- 
fonia Club and of the Chanrber of 
Commerce, and politically was a life- 
long Democrat. 

Lee W. Foster was born in Frank- 
lin, Pa., @ years ago. In 1861 he 
crossed the plains to Colorado, and 
there engaged in mining, without, how- 
ever, making a fortune. A few years 
later he was in the van of the ploneer 
business invasion of the then wild 
State of Montana, into whose smal! 
cénters of population he drove pack 
trains of merchandise from Colorado. 
His first venture in the retail mer- 
chandise trade was at the post at Sil- 
ver Bow, where he opened the firat 
general store. 

Thirty-five years ago Mr. Foster en- 
tered the wholesale and retail grocery 
business in Butte, in which he pros-

“GOTHENBERG.” 


Tangible Proposition Looks 
to Swedish System. 


Benevolent Saloon Monopoly 
Before the People. 


Well-known Citizens Outline 
Plan of Campaign. 


Subscription lists have been opened 
for forming a benevolent stock com- 
pany to take over the 200 saloons in 
Los Angeles and conduct them as semi- 
temperance clubs under an amended 
Gothenberg plan. 

Here is the prospectus of the project 
for saloon regulation which has tpen 
indorsed by a coterie of local capjtal- 
izts and which, according to one of 
their number, will be submitted as a 
definite proposition to the Council and 
Police Commission within the next 


fortnight: 
THE PLAN. 

First—The reduction in the number of 
saloons to about one-third the present 
number without any reduction in the 
revenue obtained by the city. 

Second—The cloring of all saloons of 
the disreputable class. 

Third—The vale of only absolutely 
pure liquors. 

Fourth—The sale of non-intoxicating 
drinks and the preference given light 
wines and beer over heavier liquors. 


Fifth—The discouraging as far as 
possible of the treating habit. 
Sixth—The subetitution of coffee 


houses in the residence and manufac- 
turing district for saloons. 
Seventh—The entire elimination of 
the private saloon-keeper and his or- 
ganization from local politics. 

William Mead. Homer  Laughiin, 
George Mason and Dr. J. R. Haynes 
have given this proposition their in- 
dorsement. Each has agreed to sub- 
ecribe to the $500,000 capital steck of 
the benevolent corporation which would 
replace the 200 dram shops now operat.

cern will be denied the use of the mails. 

The United States Attorney's office 
has been conducting a rigid but private 
investigation of the association's busi- 
ness methods, and yesterday afternoon 
a confidential report was turned in to 
Postal In#pector Wilson. It ts probable 
that action will be taken on it imme. 
diately. 

This action of the Federa! authori- 
ties is of import in a wider business 
circle than may be supposed, for it 
does not strike at fraud, but at lottery 
methods.

terday that there is no suspicion of the | 


sociation, but its businégs methods, 
while plainly showing their true char- 
acter, are calculated to impoverish 
people who can Ill-afford mone- 
tary loss.

LOS ANGELES RIVER (18 THE 
BONE OF CONTENTION. 


Another Big Suit in City’s Series 
Coming to Trial—Possibility of « 
Consolidation of Two Others When 
the Real Fight Begins—What is 
Claimed. 


This morning another of the series of 
important water suits in which the 
city is seeking to establish its right to 
the Los Angeles River will come to 
trial. Yesterday a strong battery of 
legal talent lined up in’ Judge Conrey’s 


} court. but merely indulged in prelim- 


inary skirmishing. 

The title of this suit is the City of 
Los Angeles against Jesse D. Hunter 
and about fifty other defendants, and 
it stands fifth in the ewerles of which 
each is in natural sequence to the one 
preceding, and all of which involve 
title to the Les Angeles River from its 
sources down to the city boundary. In 
all there are six suits brought against 
the riparian ownere of the syrface 
stream from the river source on the En- 
cino ranch down to the northern boun- 
dary of the city, the purport of which 
has been (and is) to have determined 
that the city is owner of certain rights 
with respect to the river. The attitude 
of the city and its rights in the prem- 
ises were determined in the decision 
rendered in the Pomeroy and Hooker 
case by the State Supreme Court, in 
1899, when it was held that the city has 
a paramount right to take and use all 
the waters of the river for the purpore 
of supplying it and its inhabitants with 
water for all purposes within the city 
limite when such use is made. t 
means territory outside as well as in- 
side of the old pueblo four-square- 
league definition. 

The complaints in all i these cases 
do not specify what ue waters of the 
river are, but use the general term 
“waters of the river.” which were held 
in the Pomeroy and Hooker case to 
include the under flow as well as the 
surface stream; and to embrace the 
branches as well as the main streams. 
Each specific suit has been brought by 
the city to cover certain defined terri- 
tory, as follows: 

(1.) City of Los Angeles vs. Amestoy 
Estate Company et al.; embraces the 
Encino Rancho, through which the Los 
Angeles River winds its way. 

(2.) City of Los Angeles vs. Los An- 
geles Farming and Milling Company; 
embraces six miles of territory through 
which the river flows, and which form 
part of the Rancho ex-Mission of San 
Fernando. In both of these sults the 
city took judgment by default and ho 
appeal was taken within the legal 
time. Now, however, the defendants 
are trying to have the cases reopened. 

(2.) City of Les Angeles vs. Lanker- 
shim Rancho Land and Water Com- 
pany et al.; a suit against Owners of 
separate tracts in the Lankershim 
subdivision of the Rancho ex-Mission 
of San Fernando, and covers that ter- 
ritery through which the river flows 
between the lands of the Los Angeles 
Farming and Milling Company's por- 
tion of the rancho and the Providencia 
Rancho. 

(4.) The City of Los A vs. 
George W. King et al.; against owners 
of lands in the river bottom on the 
Rancho Providencia and Scott tract, 
this latter tract being a part of the 
Rancho San Rafael. 

(6.) City of Los Angeles vs. Jesse D. 
Hunter et al.; against owners of those 
ortions of the Rancho San Rafael and 
ws Feliz situated in the river bottom, 
and extending from the Rancho Provi- 
dené¢la down to the northern boundary 
of the city. 

(6.) City of Los Angeles vs. Buffing- 
ton et al.; against about seventy-five 
defendants who are owners of lands in 
the Ranchos Los Feliz, San Rafael, 
Providencia and the. Lankershim Land 
and Water Company's subdivision. The 
action ts brought to enjoin them from 
pumping waters from the river on their 
lands for purposes of irrigation, no at- 
tempt, however, being made to stop 
them from taking water for domestic 
uee or the watering of stock. The con- 
tention raised is that the subterranean 
waters fiow into and form part of the 
river. 

As stated, the first two suits have 
been decided, the fourth was yesterday 
called for trial. and the third (that 
against the Lankershim R. L. and W. 
Co..) was originally set for trial today 
on the supposition that both cases 
would probably be tried together. All 
the attorneys concerned in these cases 
were in conference yesterday afternoon 
and it is quite probeble that today not 
only will these two suits be conjoined 
and tried together, but that the eixth 
suit (against Buffington et al.) may 
aleo be included. If that should be 
done only the fourth sult in the series 
will remain to be tried, and that case,

Not 
oniy are the interesia involved very 
large, but the principles contended for 
by the city ate so far-reaching as to 
establish a precedent that may mean 
much later on to other land owners not 
now involved in this litigation. That 
every preparation for a stern fight has 
been made is anparent from the array 
of attorneys. City Attorney W. B. 
Matthews, with Messrs. Lee and Scott 
as specially-retained counsel, appeer 
for the city. McNutt & Hannon, 
Stephens & Stephens and Warren E. 
Lioyd represent nearly all the owners 
of land involved in the Ranchos San 
Rafael and Los Felis; J. W. McKinley 
appears for the Southern Pacific; and 
Tanner, Taft & Odell, Munson & Bar- 
clay, R. M. Widney and H. W. O'Mel- 
veny represent scattering clients. 

A decree in this Hunter case will not 
establish the fact as to whether any 
particular water—either surface or 
subterranean—is a part of the river, 
but it will be necessary in whatever 
litigation shall be engaged in by the 
city against owners of lands for the 
city to prove that the particular water 
in question is accéssory to and forms 
Part of the river. And in this series of 
Suits it is sought to have determined 
that the city owns the river; that it 
owns it all and of whatever waters it 
may be composed, and not merely have 
it determined that any particular wa- 
ters are a part of the river. 

In the event of the city getting a de- 
cree in its favor, then in any subse- 
quent litigation with parties to the de- 
cree the necessity for the city to es- 
tablish its ownership of the river will 
not ariee; the land owners will be 
estopped from raising that point for 
all time. To sum the matter up In a 
sentence, the city will have to prove 
that the particular waters now involved 
aoe past and parcel of the Los Angeles

MRS. SHERMAN’'S TRIP. 

Reed E. Sherman was in Judge 
Smith’s court yesterday giving his 
reasons why he should be granted a 
divorce from Carrie Sherman, He is 
deaf and it was with difficulty that his 
counsel could extract the necessary 
facts from him.

SILVER PRODUCTION. 

According to a preliminary estimate 
by the director of the mint, the pro- 
@uction of silver in the United States 
during 1904 was 53,603,000 fine ounces, 
and in a paper by Waldemar Lindgren 
of the United States Geological Survey, 
this output is divided as follows: 

Silver derived from placers, silver de- 
rived from dry or quartzose ores, and 
that derived from lead ores. 

Of the first class the amount is 
small, 64,000 ounces being the estimate 
for the year, nearly all of this—about 
30,000 each—being in Alaska and Cali- 
fornia. Small quantities of silver are 
found in all gold placers, but much of 
it is never separated from the gold. 

The quartz veins are divided into 
three groups, according to their age, 
viz.. the pre-Cambrian, Mesozic and 
Tertiary. The first is found in the 
Appalachian Range, where the yield 
fs chiefly gold, but there is some si!- 
ver—probably about 31,000 ounces, and 
in Wyoming and Dakota, chiefly in 
the Homestake mine in the 
Hillis. To this last source about 48,000 
ounces must be credited. 

The second group is found chiefly tn 
Celifornia, Oregon, Idaho and Alaska. 
Gome of this is also believed to exist 
in Montana and Arizona. The total 
amount of silver from this source for 
the year Waa about 860,000 ounces, of 
which amount 167,000 were from Alas- 
ka. 150.000 from California, and from 
Oregon 130,000. 

The amiount of silver derived from 
the third group is the largest of all, 
and was approximately 11,000,000 
ounces, coming chiefly from Colorado, 
Nevada. Montana, California and Ari- 
gona. The last named's proportion is 
estimated about 1,500,000 ounces, but 
the statistics are not exact. California 
is credited with about 200,000, coming 
mostiy from gold and silver veins along 

‘the eastern base of the Sierra Nevada.

The son Sahuaripa Company, 
a company of Buffalo capitalists, has 
installed a sixty-ton copper smelter of 
a new kind at its mines at La Calera, 
in the Sahuaripa district, Sonora.

HISTORICAL REMINISCENCES. 

Besides a splendid series of large 
photographs showing actual fighting In 
the Philippines with Moro pirates dur- 
ing the years 1902 and 1903, there are 
pictures of more remote historical in- 
terest—plans and maps of famous 
battlefields in the Civil War. Then 
there are a number of relics of that 
great struggle, including two wagons 
that traveled during their long cam- 
paigns several thousands of miles, yet 
would be serviceable still were they 
not preserved now as sacred relics. 
Next our glance rests on the beautiful 
model of the Arlington National Ceme- 
tery, where sleep the country’s honored 
dead. Finally we turn to the plans and 
pictures of the West Point Military 
School, where our young soldiers of 
today are being trained, and read the 
tablets on the wal! recording the roll of 
its heroes who fell in action in wars 
with the Indians, in the Mexicap War, 
in the Civil War, in Cuba and in the 
Philippines.

that Conklin has denied him access to 
the office of the City Marshal and 
threatened him with bodily injury and 
violence if he should attempt to enter. 
Complainant further alleges that on 
or about February 15 the Marshal had 
certain unclaimed bicycles which he 
had picked up on the street without 
authority of law and sold them at pub- 
lie auction and appropriated the pro- 
ceeds to his own use. He also con- 
tinues to pick up bicycles and charge 
owners certain sums to recover them, 
all of which money he appropriates to 
his own use and has made no report. 
Foleom charges further that the City 
Marsha! (who is also Tax and License 
Collector) has collected moneys from 
business men without securing the li- 
censes from the City Clerk, that he has 
made no report of licenses to the City 
Clerk or shown receipt of moneys paid 
to the City Treasurer, that the City 
Clerk is unable to know what licenses 
are paid and unpaid and that Conklin 
has made no report, as required, to the 
City Council, monthly of moneys co!l- | 
lected by him. Complainant § further 
says that Conklin has collected moneys 
and given his receipt for same, but has 
neglected to turn this money over to 
the city; that he has also collected part 
payment on licenses, giving his re- 
ceipt, and further that in some cases 
the amounts on the licenses have been 
changed after being tssued. 

Folsom asks an tnvestigation and 
says he can substantiate all the charges 
made. The Trustees referred the 


| Committee to investigate. It is prob- 
able that an expert will be secured to 
investigate the books of not only the 
Marshal, but all the city officials for 
two years past. So far as known there 
has never been an expert auditing of 
the city account books. 

Marshal Conklin, when informed of 
the charges against him, said: “Well, 
I am ready for an investigation and 
want it to as thorough as possible. | 
have nothing to conceal, therefore have 
no fear. In March I filed my report as 
Tax Collector, and it was referred to 
the Auditing Committee. They have 
never entered my office, looked at my 
books or made any report upon my re- 
port. So far as Folsom's charges about 
my appropriating money is concerned 
it is a falsehood. I denied him admis- 
sion to the jail or recognition as a po- 
lice officer because I do not consider 
that he has any legal authority to act 
as such. I hope experts will be ap- 
pointed on the books, and if any maoney 
is found due the city it will be paid 
promptly.” 

This trouble has been brewing for 
some time. and much bad feeling ex- 
iste between the Marsha! and the Po- 
lice Board. Marshal Conklin claims that 
he is responsible for the acts of the po- 
licemen and should therefore appoint 
his own men with the approval of the 
Council. A vacancy existed and he 
appointed Bert Moody, but the Police 
Board ignored his choice and selected 
Folsom, since which time theré has 
been constant friction. Conklin denied 
Folsom admission to the jail and asked 
his discharge, but the Police Commit- 
tee refused to make any change. 

WILL FIGHT THE ORDINANCE. 


At the City Trustees’ meeting today 
City Attorney Knight explained the 
much-talked-of “ordinance of agree- 
ment’ which in effect gave up the 
clty’s rights to the pler or the site of 
the convention hall save by the pleas- 
use of the Seaside Water Company. He 
sald to avoid any chance of objection 
to the new convention hall and by ad- 
vice of the Trustees, he asked the Sea- 
side Water Company for a quit-claim 
deed and this agreement was submit- 
ted. He drafted it as an ordinance and 
it was up to the Council to dispose of 
it as they would. Attorney Williams of 
the Seaside Water Company told the 
Trustees that the agreement was drawn 
up at the solicitation of the City At- 
torney. They had no objection to the 
pavilion, but as he insisted on an ease- 
ment they decided to cover al! the 
points at issue. Asked if they would 
modify the agreement, Williams said: 
“No. It is that or nothing.” 

Th ordinance was referred to the Or- 
dinance Committee, Mayor Eno making 
the emphatic announcement that he 
would sign no such agreement, but 
would fight it to the last ditch. Chair- 
man Campbell of the Ordinance Com- 
mittee voiced this sentiment and said 
he would spend every dollar of his own 
and the city's money before agreeing 
to such an admiresion. Attorney 
liams then wanted to withdraw the 
document, but could not, as it was in 
the hands of the committee. The Trus- 
tees then instructed the City Attorney 
to draw up a contract with George 
Beard to construct the pavilion, in ef- 
fect daring the Seaside Company to 
begin injunction proceedings. 

BOULEVARD PREPARATIONS. 

At a meeting of the Pacific Boulevard 
Association, the entire plan of the 
thoroughfare from Long Beach to 
Compton was gone over in detail. The 
general direction of ali future under- 
takings of the association wil! be left 
to an Executive Committee composed 
of Geo H. Bixby. 8. Townsend, P. 
E. Hatch, J. B. Heartwell of Long 
Beach, J. M. Sheppard and C..H. Ses- 
sions of Compton and two vacancies 
to be filled by the Los Angeles Auto 
Club, who will probably select Dr. 
Johneon and Homer Laughiin. This 
committee will meet in Los Angeles 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock for the 
purpose of organizing. At that time 
they will make a thorough study of 
the country to be traversed by the new 
highway and will lay out the bounda- 
ries of the proposed district. They also 
expect to select an engineer and start 
him upon the work of determining the 
cost and all other essential informa- 


ion. 

KNIGHTS ENTERTAINED. 
One thousand Knights of Columbus, 
headed by the League of the Cross 
Band of San Francisco, came down on 
Pacific Electric special cars today, 
were given a concert and dance at the 
sun parior, a bath in the surf and en- 
tertained at luncheon in the pavilion 
on the beach. The visitors were met 
by the Marine Band and the local 


lodge. 

SPOILING THE STREETS. 
Street Superintendent Taylor con- 
tinues to file complaints against the 
Long Beach Water Company for leaky 
pipes which are ruining the streets. A 
complaint on this line filed against Su- 
perintendent Kitcherside of the water 
company was dismissed this morning, 
but a new one covering all points wil 
probably be filed Tu sday.
